CAR TAX 
BUNGLE 


In a move that could plunge the state of Portugal’s 
finances into disarray, the European Commission has 
this week told Lisbon to change its laws regarding the 
inclusion of the amount of their car registration taxes 
within the taxable amount of VAT on new cars. 
Calculations show that cars in Portugal are up to seven 
percent more expensive due to the misapplication of 
VAT by the state. A number of fiscal experts have 
already said they would recommend consumers seek 
to retrieve unduly made VAT payments, while consumer 
rights groups have pledged to back motorists all the 
way to the taxman’s coffers.

Portuguese Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates, 
who heads the Portuguese 
presidency of the 
European Union, chaired 
the first EU-Brazii summit 
Wednesday, saying that 
the EU’s foreign poiicy had 
been enriched by the 
iandmark meeting. 

“The EU’s foreign policy has 
been (after the summit with Bra- 
zil) enriched in its depth, en- 
riched in coherence and enriched 
in its reach,” said Prime Minis- 
ter Socrates in ajoint press con- 
ference with Brazilian President 
Luiz Inacio ‘Lula’ da Silva fol- 
lowing the one-day summit. 

Mr Socrates noted that the 
EU/Brazil summit had been one 
of the big priorities set out for 
the Portuguese presidency of 
the European Union. 

The Lisbon summit was at- 
tended by Brazilian President 
Luiz Inacio “Lula” da Silva, Por- 
tuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates, European Commis- 
sion chief Jose Manuel Barroso 
and other prominent EU lead- 
ers. 

The meeting’s agenda in- 
cluded discussion of the EU’s 


Womanbums herself alive in public 


An 80-year-old woman com- 
mitted suicide on a public street 
in Vila do Conde by dowsing her- 
self in alcohol from the waist up, 
and setting herself alight with a 
match. 

She later died from her self-in- 
flicted bums. 


It is thought that incessant ar- 
guments with her eight sons and 
daughter-in-laws, with whom she 
lived in Vilar do Pinheiro, drove 
the woman to kill herself. Re- 
ports also state that five years 
ago, the woman had received hos- 
pital treatment for psychological 
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problems. 

Fire-fighters who assisted the 
elderly woman told newspaper 
24 Horas how she had been on 
one of her daily walks around the 
village at approximately 09h30 
when she “soaked herself in al- 
eohol and lit a mateh”. 

A passer-by ealled an INEM 
emergency medical unit, who 
were unable to save the woman. 

It was eoncluded “all indica- 
tions point to suicide”. 

Allegedly it was not the first 
time the 80-year-old had at- 
tempted to end her life. Former 
work eolleague Eva Moreira, eon- 
firmed, “She had already tried to 
poison herself’. 

“She was a hard worker, but 
suffered a great deal” said Eva, 
“Lately she hardly left her 
house”.

Lisbon seeking to raise quality of public 
finances 

Portugal’s main priorities for its six-month leadership of the 
EU’s Economie and Finaneial Affairs Couneil (Eeofm), eompris- 
ing fmanee and eeonomy ministers from the 27-state bloe, are to 
improve quality of publie finances in member states, promote 
private-sector competitiveness and encourage full implementa- 
tion of the internal market, offieial sourees say. The drawing up of 
a eommon strategy to eombat fraud and tax evasion, crimes eom- 
promising eompetition in Europe, are other goals for Lisbon’s 
Eeofm stewardship, as is eontinuation of the previous presiden- 
ey’ s efforts to adopt a VAT paekage.

EU roaming regulation now in force 

This summer Europe ’ s consumers will be able to take advan- 
tage of eheaper roaming rates as the EU Roaming Regulation came 
into foree aeross the EU on 30 June. The Regulation effeetively 
means families and eompanies ean benefit from a ‘Eurotariff that 
sets a maximum per minute limit for ealls made (€0.49 exel. VAT) 
and received (€0.24 exel. VAT) when abroad in Europe. Compe- 
tition is expeeted to further drive priees down. 

Drunk tourist arrested in Lagos 

A 25-year-old English tourist was arrested by poliee in 
Ameijeira, Lagos, in the early hours of the morning when he 
was spotted drunk and slashing the wheels of a nearby vehiele. 
After being caught and approached by the vehicle ’ s owner the 
two men got involved in a fight, whieh was quashed when po- 
liee were ealled to the scene. The tourist eontinued to resist his 
detention, beeoming aggressive towards the officers and sub- 
sequently offering all of his possessions in exehange for being 
let off. He was eventually taken to the loeal police station after 
a two-hour struggle.

Madeleine’ s disappearance, the 
McCanns exhibited their 
customary composure, though 
appeared nervous at the outset of 
the interview, conducted by three 
journalists representing 

television, radio and the written 
media. 

Having moved to their new 
accommodation, which Kate and 
Gerry have requested not be dis- 
closed, the interview was held in 
Praia da Luz in an office at the 
Ocean Club ’ s 24-hour reception 
area. 

Clutching Madeleine’s toy 
‘Cuddle Cat’ in one hand and 
husband Gerry’ s with the other, 
Kate was more subdued, though 
spoke assertively whenever she 
answered a question. 

Despite their quiet-spoken 
nature, the emotion that one 
senses to be hiding just behind the 
surface of the McCanns’ appar- 
ent composure is contagious and 
almost tangible. 

One of the journalists present 
at the interview and who has ac- 
companied the case from Day 1 , 
admitted that she was so taken by 
the couple that she lost herself, 
and had to hold back her tears. 

The questions, were agreed to 
by the three journalists prior to 
the interview. 

Answering the first question, 
“How would you summarise the 
past 60 days?” Gerry repeatedly 
said: “It is incredibly hard with- 
out Madeleine”, though he em- 
phasised the importance of the 
“goodwill and support received 
from around the world”. 

Kate and Gerry, while they 
have no international trips 
planned for the near future, are 
looking “to make as many peo- 
ple as possible aware of 
Madeleine”, which could be done 
by advertising campaigns in Por- 
tugal and in Spain, and possibly 


other European states. 

On how long they intend stay- 
ing in Portugal, Kate answered: 
“At the moment we are just tak- 
ing one day at a time. We are not 
looking far ahead”. 

Gerry admitted: “We are com- 
mitted to staying and we feel 
closer to Madeleine here. Also, 
it has been such an active investi- 
gation, with so much information 
coming through, and for the time- 
being we would like to stay here. 
It is more practical. For the fore- 
seeable future we will remain 
here.” 

Questioned over speculation 
that the McCanns no longer in- 
tended working as doctors, Gerry 
said: “Right now we are not ca- 
pable of working as doctors. We 
still feel a lot can be done by our- 
selves. What we don’t want is to 
look back in another three or four 
months and say we wish we had 
done this or that. At the minute 
the decision is we will stay in 
Portugal, though we are regularly 
reviewing our situation, but we 
are not ready to go back to work.” 

Kate added: “Our main job and 
our main priority is to find 
Madeleine.” 

As to the reasons for the 
McCanns opting to stay in Por- 
tugal, Kate said she “feels closer 
to Madeline here”, while Gerry 
indicated that the dynamic nature 
of investigations in Portugal 
makes them feel they should re- 
main here. 

The reasons their ordeal has 
attracted more attention than 
possibly any other child abduc- 
tion in history? 

“It is an interesting question”, 
said Gerry. “I thought I could give 
you all the answers, but there are 
a number of circumstances, and I 
think that the fact that the abduc- 
tion of foreign children in a for- 
eign country played a part and 
then the other aspect of this is that 
we and our family and friends 
have decided to campaign to max- 
imise the media exposure, and 


electronic media which started a 
chain, and that had a huge impact 
over the first 24 hours. All I am 
doing is to maximise the search for 
Madeleine”, added Gerry. 

The McCanns also requested 
that any leads be taken to police 
(and not them). 

When the final question was 
posed, “What message do you 
have for Madeleine’s abduc- 
tors?” Kate looking directly at the 
camera, launched an impassioned 
plea, saying: “It is not too late to 
give her back.” 

The McCanns, before ending 
the interview which was limited 
to 20 minutes, expressed grati- 
tude towards the Portuguese 
people for all their support and 
patience. 

After the interview, Gerry 
posted this comment on 
www.findmadeleine.com: “We 
did a single interview today for 
the Portuguese media. The inter- 
view marked the fact that it is two 
months to the day since 
Madeleine was abducted. 

We also want to work closely 
with the media here in Portugal 
and engage closely with the Por- 
tuguese people who have been so 
supportive. 

We were asked what was the 
hardest day since Madeleine dis- 
appeared and replied that every 
day has been hard without 
Madeleine. We also stated that 
our determination to find 
Madeleine is matched by the 
Portuguese police and that we 
have a good working relationship 
with them.” 
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Campaign launched after rare disease 

Benjamim McCall Rafael baffled doctors for the duration of his short life. Born on October 
12th, 2006 in Lisbon’s Sao Francisco Xavier Hospital, Benjamim is believed to have been 
the first person in Portugal to suffer from the extremely rare Pallister-Hall syndrome, of 
which there are only 100 documented cases in the world. 
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A cheque was presented to 
Samantha Rafael during the 
sehool’s end-of-term assembly, 
witnessed by other parents and 
all of the students and staff 

At an emotional eeremony, 
Carl Sheard, Samantha’s stepfa- 
ther and a teaeher at Sao Lourengo 
deseribed his stepdaughter as 
“An inspiration who even in her 
deepest depths of despair strove 
to find good in the situation and 
give hope to others”. 

Mr Sheard, a biology teaeher, 
was responsible for introdueing 
the sehool to Benj ami, ’ s plight, a 
eause that both ehildren and 
adults eompassionately took to 
and made their own. 

Aeeepting the eheque, 
Samantha broke down momen- 
tarily as she whispered, “I al- 
ways intended to bring Ben to see 
you”, and said an “enormous 
‘Thank You’” to all those who 
helped in the fundraising. The 
money raised is already being put 
to good use, supporting the eam- 
paign for better paediatrie faeili- 
ties at Faro hospital. 

New equipment has already 
been ordered and will be installed 
shortly.

confirmed (tests are currently 
being carried out in the USA), 
national doctors and specialists 
are “99.9 per cent sure” that 
Benjamim was Portugal’s first 
case of the rare condition. 

Bom by caesarean, Benjamim 
spent the first 24-hours of his life 
on a ventilator, though proved 
able to breathe unassisted. A 
week later a rare and benign tu- 
mour was detected. In December, 
Benjamim was operated on to 
remove the growth, and was al- 
lowed to spend Christmas at 
home with his family. 

Throughout the following 
months the infant recovered from 
heart surgery and fought aggres- 
sive illnesses including bronchi- 
tis, pneumonia, and septicaemia. 

He finally gave up fighting on 
June 2"^^, 2006, aged seven and a 
half months, five and a half of 
which had been spent in hospi- 
tal. 

Even though his battle was 
lost, Samantha and Pedro have 
nothing but praise and admiration 
for all hospitals and their staff 
involved in helping the family, 
not only for their medical exper- 
tise, but also for their ‘human 
touch’ and emotional support 
during the treatments. 

Braveheart is a nickname 
fondly and fittingly given to 
Benjamim, derived from his Scot- 
tish ancestry. It is also the name 
of the website and foundation 
created in his memory and which 
will hopefully improve the con- 
dition of children’ s units in hos- 
pitals around the country. 

Samantha’ s ultimate goal is to 
purchase state-of-the-art ultra- 
sound scanning equipment for 
babies conceived with rare and 
genetic diseases as well as for 
premature babies - a goal that will 


require €5 5,000, and one that she 
is determined to reach. 

Keenly involved in the mis- 
sion is the Sao Lourengo Interna- 
tional School, who through char- 
ity-raising events collected 
€1,400 for Baby Bravehearf s 
fund. Students, parents, teachers 
and staff organised cake-selling 
events, barbeques, quizzes and 
sponsored non-uniform days, 
which in total raised €1432,24. 


H is determination and 
will to survive gave 
parents Pedro and 
Samantha Rafael an 
unanticipated seven and a half 
months to share with their son, 
time they were not sure they 
would have. 

They are now using their son’ s 
fighting example to raise aware- 
ness concerning the disease as 
well as raising money to donate 
to under- funded children’ s units 
in hospitals around Portugal. 

Benjamim was the Rafael’s 
second son, brother to seven- 
year-old Alex and a much- wanted 
baby. The first signs of compli- 
cations were detected during the 
20-week scan, which showed a 
mal-formation of the heart, an 
extra digit and a cyst on the head. 

A termination was offered, 
though specialists also suggested 
most of the problems could be 
surgically resolved. 

As the unborn baby was dearly 
sought, the Rafaels decided to let 
nature take its course despite 
many friends and family offering 
advice to the contrary. 

It was through Samantha’s 
own research that the Pallister- 
Hall syndrome was suggested. 
Despite not yet being fully

Amongst the 21 possibilities, 
judges will be able to ehoose from 
the Castelo de Almourol (Vila 
NovadaBarquinha, Santarem), 
a high-walled eastle with nine 
towers loeated on a small island 
in the middle of the Tagus river, 
the Castelo de Guimaraes 
(Guimaraes, Braga), and the eas- 
tles of Marvao (Portalegre) and 
Obidos(Leiria). 

Various eonvents and 
ehurehes eomprise the list, in- 
cluding the famous Convent and 
Basilica of Mafra (Mafra, 
Lisboa), and the Sao Francisco 
and T orre dos Clerigos churches, 
in Oporto. 

Representing the Algarve is 
Sagres Fortress, positioned on 
the edge of a cliff in the South- 
west Alentejo and Costa 
Vicentina Natural Park. It was 
remodelled extensively in the 


mid- 1 8* century and remains one 
of the region’s most visited and 
mysterious monuments. 

Coimbra University is a strong 
contender due to its renowned 
architecture and the National 
Palaces of Pena and Queluz 
(Sintra, Lisbon) also offer strong 
competition. 

Also in the running is one of 
Lisbon’s most famous monu- 
ments, the Torre de Belem, as 
well as a Roman Temple found 
in Evora, which was Portugal’s 
first ever great archaeological dis- 
covery.

Lisbon airport 
fourth noisiest 

The Lisbon International Airport at Portela Is fourth on a 
list of European airports when It comes to the negative 
effects It has on people living In Its vicinity, a study by a 
British non-governmental organisation has found. 


According to the study by 
Greenskies, published earlier 
this week, 180,000 residents in 
the Portuguese capital are di- 
rectly affected by the airport at 
Portela. 

Topping the table is London 
Heatoow, with 504,000 af- 
fected people, followed by 
Tegel Airport in Berlin 
(360,000) and Charles de 
Gaulle, Paris (2 16,000). 

On a par with Lisbon are de 
Orly (Paris) andHamburg (Ger- 
many). In Lisbon, the number 


of night flights represented five 
percent of the traffic, while 
Heathrow reaches 14 percent, 
followed by Legal (ten) and 
Charles De Gaulle (six). 

Greenskies further explains 
that 600,000 nocturnal flights 
take place in Europe each year. 
Research indicates that pro- 
longed exposure to noise (be- 
tween five and 30 years) from 
air traffic, at between 65 and 70 
decibels, causes an increase in 
blood pressure and could also 
result in hypertension. 
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Portugal third biggest 
visitorto Brazil 

Portugal’s tourist flow to Brazil was the third highest In 


2006, behind Argentina and 
announced. 

Brazilian Tourism officials 
said that a total of 3 1 2,52 Por- 
tuguese nationals visited Brazil 
in 2006 maintaining the coun- 
ty’ s position as the third most 
important tourism source, a 
ranking led by Argentina 
(92 1 ,06) and the United States 
(721,63). 

According to the National 
Tourism Institute, the Portu- 
guese tourist flow to Brazil in- 
creased 78.6 percent between 
2003 and 2006. Lisbon’s in- 
vestments in the sector through 
2009, it added, reached about 
280 million euros.

Although lastyear’s 5 million 
tourists represented a decline of 
6.3 percent in comparison to 
2005 , when Brazil welcomed a 
total of 5 .4 million visitors, tour- 
ist expenditures in the same pe- 
riod increased 10.2 percent to 
US$4.3 billion, driven by in- 
creased purchasing power, ac- 
cording to official figures. 

The crisis of the national air 
carrier Varig, which led to a de- 
cline of flights to foreign coun- 
tries, is viewed by the same 
source as one of the main rea- 
sons for the reduction of foreign 
tourism in Brazil.

Earthquake of 5. 3 
goes unnoticed in 
Algarve 


Christina Toft explained to The Portugal News how she 
and her team of highly-qualified trainers would be setting 
up a centre in the Algarve to help train and develop 
Portuguese and other EU students in the field of care for 
adults and children. It will be the first of its kind in Portugal. 



‘ ‘While the number of ehildren’ s 
ereehes in Portugal is rising, it ap- 
pears there are not enough fully 
trained ehild earers to go around,” 
she said. Christina pointed out 
that as more mothers are foreed to 
go out to work, many of their ehil- 
dren are being eared for by people 
who have probably reeeived no 
training in ehildeare. 

She will also be providing 
training for those working with 
adults ineare. 

Christina is eonfident that her 
help programme will reeeive EU 
funding and said it will speeialise 
in training and provide UK Na- 
tional Voeational Qualifieation 
(NVQ) assessors to help Portu- 
guese earers beeome fully quali- 
fiedunder UKand EU regulations 
in looking after vulnerable ehil- 
dren and adults. 

F or the past 42 years Christina 
has dedieated herself to earing 
both within the field of nursing 
and soeial work. Christina is a 
qualified nurse and soeial worker 
and was awarded her NVQ eer- 
tifieatein 1987. 

She said that in 1 998 nearly 80 
per eent of all eare workers in the 
UK were unqualified - as is more 
or less the situation in Portugal 
today - but the introduetion of 
the NVQ seheme quiekly re- 
versed the trend. 

In 1993, Christina took the 
bold step of setting up her own 
soeial eare training eompany and 
NVQ Assessment Centre, Cor- 
porate Image Training Limited in 
West London, and has sinee pro- 
vided training to more than 7,000 
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people. 

The assessment eentre is sub- 
jeetto stringent biannual inspee- 
tions, and to date it has reeeived 
top marks for the professional- 
ism and dedieation shown by its 
staff towards developing the 
skills of trainees who go on to 
work within loeal authority een- 
tres, and the private and volun- 
tary seetor providing treatment 
for the adult seetor and ehildren 
and young people in soeial eare. 

Christina and her team are 
looking to establish their training 
eentre for earers in the eentral 
Algarve, and are presently 
searehing for suitable sites, one 
of whieh is a former primary 
sehool loeated near to Sao Bras 
de Alportel. 

Christina’s team of trainers 
say they ean help trainees aehieve 
the UK NV Q within 1 2 months, 
whieh greatly assists them in 
gaining a full degree in soeial eare 
mueh quieker fhan fhey would 
otherwise be able to.

Car Tax, from p.1. 

Portugal has been given two 
months within whieh to bring its 
road taxes in line with European 
Union legislation. 

While this EC ruling eould eost 
the Portuguese state billions of 
euros in unduly elaimed and fu- 
ture taxes, the government has, 
sinee the ruling, opted to main- 
tain total silenee on the matter. 

The EC this week found regis- 
tration tax should not be ineluded 
in the taxable amount of VAT. 
This move by Brussels eomes in 
the shape of a reasoned opinion 
(whieh is the seeond step of an 
EU infringement proeedure). 

Portugal ineludes the amount 
of its ear tax (ImpostoAutomovel) 
within the taxable amount of 
VAT, whieh the EC says eonsti- 
tutes a tax of a tax. 

The EC bases its findings on a 
ruling by the European Court of 
Justiee against Denmark for a 
similar offenee. 

The Court ruled that, in the 
eontext of a eontraet of sale, pro- 
viding the dealer supplies a vehi- 
ele registered for a priee, whieh 
ineludes the registration tax (RT) 
he paid before supplying the ve- 
hiele, the amount of that duty 
must not be ineluded within the 
taxable amount of the VAT 
ehargedonthe sale ofthe vehiele. 
This is beeause, firstly, the RT is 
eharged by reason of the registra- 
tion of the vehiele and not by rea- 
son of the supply and, seeondly, 
beeause the RT is paid by the 
supplier of the vehiele on ae- 
eount of the purehaser. 

The Commission explains 
that the ear taxes levied in Portu- 
gal, despite some minor or aneil- 
lary differenees, are basieally 
identieal to the Danish one exam- 
ined by the Court. Thus, all of 
them are one-off taxes whieh are 
payable on the aequisition of the 
motor vehiele or as a eondition for 
bringing it into use on the terri- 



Despite having its epicentre located closest 
to the Algarve, an earthquake last Sunday 
measuring 5.3 on the Richter scale went 
largely undetected in southern Portugal. 


While Northern Distriet Civil 
Proteetion Commands (CDOS) 
reeeived a number of phone ealls 
reporting an earthquake, eom- 
mands in the Algarve said no 
ealls had been reeeived whatso- 
ever, and that the signifieant 
quake appeared to have gone un- 
notieed. 

While the Algarve remained 
oblivious to the four-seeond 
tremor, eentral offieials in Setubal 


eonfirmed a number of eall-ins, 
though none requested help or 
assistanee. 

The epieentre, eonfirmed by 
the National Meteorology Insti- 
tute, was loeated near the 
Gorringe treneh, whieh is situ- 
ated mid-Atlantie 280 kilometres 
westofSagres, Southern Portu- 
gal, in an almost direet line be- 
tween the eontinent and Ma- 
deira. 
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tory of the member state eon- 
eemed. 

The rules on the taxable 
amount of VAT having been har- 
monised at EU level, the uniform 
applieation of those rules is an 
essential condition for the 
proper operation of the VAT 
system. The EC has taken the 
view that the criteria of the Court 
in the case against Denmark must 
be applied to the car taxes levied 
in Portugal. 

The Association of Automo- 
bile Commerce (ACAP) has wel- 
comed the EC mling, arguing that 
the current model followed in 
Portugal is “contrary to Euro- 
pean law”. The association added 
that it has already sought legal 
advice to confirm the illegitimacy 
of the car tax law, and will be pre- 
senting its position to the Min- 
istry of Finance. 

W ith the new road tax coming 
into force on Monday, sales in 
June were dramatically distorted. 

Despite claims by the govern- 
ment that cars would be cheaper 
by an average of ten percent, the 
arrival of the new car tax resulted 
in amshto purchase new vehicles. 

Commercial vehicle sales 
soared by 104.3 percent, while 
sales also jumped for people car- 
riers and larger saloon vehicles. 

Meanwhile, the ANECRA car 
association has said that buying 
a new car will be cheaper by be- 
tween 1.26 and 7 percent, were 
the government to be forced into 
complying with community leg- 
islation. 

However, respected tax expert 
Manuel Teixeira Fernandes has 
warned that the government will 
find ways to recover lost VAT 
revenue. He predicted, “The gov- 
ernment will probably increase 
the car tax to compensate a loss 
in revenue”. 

But the consumers who stand 
to gainmost from the EC’s ruling 
this week are those who have al- 


ready purchased vehicles and 
were forced to pay ‘tax on a tax’ . 

A former state secretary for 
fiscal affairs said that taxpayers 
“will have a legitimate right to 
question the charging of VAT on 
car taxes, in courf’. 

Another tax expert, Diogo 
Ortigao, in comments to the 
press, explained that “consum- 
ers will have a legal right to claim 
back VAT”, a situation which 
could leave the taxman’ s coffers 
in a desperate state. 

The chairman of the Associa- 
tion for Portuguese Consumer 
Rights (APDC) has, meanwhile, 
lamented that it has taken the 
country “so long to wake up to 
this illegality”. 

“It needed the European Com- 
mission’s intervention for so- 
called tax experts to take note of 
this scandalous problem”, he 
added. 

Another consumer rights 
group, DECO, has pledged its 
support for any motorist wish- 
ing to claim back VAT paid on 
vehicles, should the Portuguese 
state lose its case in the European 
Justice Tribunal. 

News of the EC’s position 
against Portugal comes in the 
week that new car tax legislation 
came into force. 

Under the new law, cars with 
engine capacities ranging from 
1250ccto 1750cc,andwho emit 
between 120 and 180 grams of 
CO^ emissions per kilometre will 
pay an average of € 1 25 a year in 
road tax. Due to this higher figure 
in road tax, list prices have fallen 
by around two to three percent. 

In some cases, the cost of a car 
has risen by €8,000 inreal terms. 

Older and more polluting cars 
will continue to pay lower taxes 
than those of new, hybrid cars, 
despite the government’s insist- 
ence thatthe new legislation is es- 
sentially “environmentally 
friendly”. 
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PM declines to 
confirmMugabe’s

Barroso foresees ‘no rivalry’ with 
Socrates over EU leadership 

European Commission President JosE Manuel Dur„o Barroso, a former Portuguese prime minister, has 
dismissed any thought that he and Prime Minister JosE SUcrates will dispute European Union leadership 
during Portugalis six-month presidency, saying they share the same objective - to move Europe forward. 


Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates refused to clarify 
on Monday whether Zimba- 
bwean President Robert Mugabe 
will attend an EU- Africa summit 
later this year in Lisbon, but 
warned that Europe has “paid 
dear” for its lack of dialogue with 
the African continent. 

After a meeting in Oporto with 
European Com mi ssion chief .lose 
Manuel Barroso, Portugal’s 
prime minister was questioned 
by reporters on whether Mugabe 
would be invited to the Decem- 
ber EU-AU meeting in Lisbon. 

For the summit to be a success, 
said Socrates, bilateral EU-Zim- 
babwe relations must be sepa- 
rated from relations between the 
two continents. 

“During the past seven years, 
Europe has paid the price of not 
having... regular dialogue with 
Africa. Europe has lost through 
this and has learnt to distinguish 
between a bilateral relation be- 
tween the EU and Zimbabwe and 
a European relationship with a 
group of African countries.” 

Portugal, which staged the in- 
augural EU- Africa summit in 
2000 during its previous EU 
presidency, has a particular inter- 
est in ensuring the delayed sec- 
ond summit between the two 
blocs goes ahead this year, added 
the Portuguese leader. 

“There are (European) coun- 
tries that could live with an ab- 
sence of dialogue with Africa 
during seven years. But there is 
one country that cannot exist 
like this and which doe sn ’ t want 
this to continue: Portugal, the 


country that now holds the presi- 
dency of the Union.” 

The success of the forthcom- 
ing EU-AU summit, Socrates re- 
iterated, will depend on making a 
distinction between EU-Zimba- 
bwe ties and EU relations with 
Africa as a whole. 

Despite an EU travel ban and 
sanctions against Harare’ s lead- 
ers, Portugal has continued to 
press for the overdue EU-AU 
meeting to take place and today 
there “is an increasingly positive 
chmate between the EU and AU,” 
noted Socrates. 

“The summit will be a turning 
point, as it will establish a stra- 
tegic partnership between the 
two blocs and also “define the 
institutional relationship to ap- 
ply this partnership.” 

Ahead of the December 8-9 
summit in the Portuguese capital, 
“diplomatic formulae will be 
found to benefit African and Eu- 
ropean leaders,” said Portugal’ s 
prime minister, who is travelling 
to Ghana to address the closing 
session of the AU summit in 
Accra on Tuesday, Lisbon gov- 
ernment sources told Lusa. 

Zimbabwe’ s embattled presi- 
dent is among African leaders at 
the Accra summit. Mugabe used 
a meeting on the sidelines of the 
summit Sunday to garner sup- 
port from fellow African leaders 
for his regime, making personal 
attacks on ex-British premier 
Tony Blair, whose government 
had led EU opposition to 
Mugabe’ s presence at anEU-AU 
summit planned in 2003. TPN/ 
Lusa 


“Each of us has his function 
and both have the same obj ective, 
which is to make Europe ad- 
vance”, Durao Barroso told Lusa 
in an interview in Brussels. 

“The European Commission 
and I are in another area of re- 
sponsibility, but working in soli- 
darity with the Portuguese presi- 
dency”, he said of future coop- 
eration with his former domestic 
political rival. 

Durao Barroso, the ex-leader 
of Portugal’ s centre-right Social 
Democrats, pledged to do every- 
thing possible to aid the success 
of Lisbon’s EU presidency, re- 
specting “the initiative” of 
Socrates’ Socialist government. 

Lisbon, he said, could count on 
“loyal and committed coopera- 
tion” from Brussels during its 
mandate, especially in regard to 
the challenge of overseeing the 
drafting and approval of the 
bloc’s Reform Treaty. 

“What Europe hopes today is 
that (the Portuguese presidency) 
reaches a final accord that will 
reform European institutions”, 
he said, warning against the like- 
lihood of some unnamed govern- 
ments trying to “reorient” the fi- 
nal text that Lisbon hopes to see 
approved in October. 

Durao Barroso expressed 
hope that the presidency would 
confirm Portugal’s “European 
vocation”, saying he had “full 
confidence” in the leadership 
abilities of Socrates and Foreign 
Minister Luis Amado. 

Although Lisbon only as- 
sumed the EU helm Sunday, he 
said Portugal was already mak- 
ing its influence felt through the 
priority it has attributed to estab- 
lishing a “strategic partnership 
between the bloc and Brazil and 
to hosting a Europe- Africa sum- 
mit to re-launch relations be- 
tween the two continents. 

“I think these priorities reflect 
much of what is Portugal’ s voca- 


tion”, he said. Durao Barroso in- 
terrupted his mandate as Portu- 
guese prime minister in 2004 to 
head the European Commission. 


His Social Democratic succes- 
sor, Pedro Santana Lopes, was 
forced to resign the following 
year and the party suffered a 


heavy defeat in early elections 
that brought Socrates’ Socialists 
to power with a parliamentary 
majority. TPN/Lusa 


No re-opening of talks on 
revised treaty, say Portuguese 
PM and EC chief 


European Commission 
President Jose Manuel Barroso 
and Portugal’ s prime minister, 
Jose Socrates, have rejected the 
possibility of any further nego- 
tiations on a mandate agreed last 
month by EU leaders for a re- 
form treaty. 

Barroso, speaking at a joint 
press conference with Socrates, 
was adamant there can be no 
further political discussions on 
an accord agreed by EU mem- 
ber states, at the end of the Ger- 
man presidency of the bloc to 
begin an intergovernmental 
conference (IGC) later this 
month. The IGC is the only EU 
body empowered to modify the 
bloc’s treaties. 

“We cannot allow questions 
already agreed to be re-opened,” 
said the EC chief, adding further 
discussions on matters already 
agreed by EU leaders would be 
“unthinkable.” 

A little over a week after the 
EU agreed the shape of a revised 
treaty to replace its aborted 
constitution, Poland has sig- 
nalled it could again question the 


agreement on the bloc ’ s voting 
system, one of the main stick- 
ing points during last month’s 
fraught Brussels summit. 

For Portugal’s prime minis- 
ter, who took over the rotating 
EU presidency Sunday, the 
possibility of renegotiating as- 
pects of the new treaty 
“doesn’t even exist.” 

“It doesn’t exist because the 
accord reached expresses the 
wish of all member states... for 
the conclusion of the treaty to 
be as quick as possible,” by the 
informal summit in Lisbon 
planned for October 18-19, said 
Socrates. 

Portugal is committed to 
opening the IGC on July 23 and 
Socrates said that EC chief 
Barroso, a former centre-right 
Portuguese prime minister, 
would be present at the open- 
ing of the meeting. 

“The Commission president 
informed me that he also wants 
to take part in this meeting. I am 
grateful for this gesture as it will 
give the IGC a larger importance 
and dimension.” 
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Brussels plans to approve eommon 
migrationpolicy at Lisbon summit 



European Commission President Jose Manuel Barroso said Monday that 
Brussels aims to approve a range of proposals for a common European 
policy on immigration at a December EU leaders’ summit towards the end 
of Portugal’s presidency of the bloc. 


speaking in Oporto after talks 
with Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Soerates, the EC ehief said 
he eonsidered it “absurd that a 
Europe wanting to beeome an 
open spaee has 27 separate poli- 
eies” in relation to the issue of mi- 
gration. 

“The problems of Europe are 
global and merit a global re- 
sponse. With the approval of the 
new Reform Treaty it will be nee- 
essary to make more progress in 


the areas of justiee, liberty and 
seeurity.” 

Prime Minister Soerates, 
speaking alongside Barroso, 
ealled for a eommon EU migration 
poliey based on the prineiples of 
“eombating illegal immigration” 
and “reeognition of the eeonomie 
value and soeial rights of immi- 
grants.” 

“Portugal is also eommittedto 
a poliey that values eooperation 
with states where migratory 


flows begin,” said Soerates, who 
took over the rotating EU presi- 
deney a day earlier. 

Soerates and Barroso both de- 
fended that the new EU treaty, 
whose approval is a key priority 
of Lisbon’s leadership of the 
bloe, will have instruments to 
tighten seeurity eooperation 
among EU member states to eoun- 
ter the ongoing threat from ter- 
rorism.

‘Investment’ in foreign, defence policies 
needed to make bloc true global player 

Portuguese Defence Minister Nuno Severiano Teixeira has called for serious 
“investment” in the European Union’s foreign affairs, security and defence policies 
to make the bloc a “true global actor”. 


Minister Severiano Teixeira 
issued the ehallenge Wednes- 
day night at a eeremony signal- 
ling the transfer of the EU’ s de- 
fenee and seeurity responsi- 
bilities from Germany, the 
bloe’s outgoing president, to 
Portugal. 

“Only with this impulse, 
this investment” (in eommon 
foreign, seeurity and defenee 
polieies) ean we make the EU 
a true global actor”, he said. 

Attending the ceremony at 


Sao Juliao da Barra Fort outside 
Lisbon were German Defence 
Minister Franz Josef Jung, sen- 
ior EU diplomat Javier Solana, 
and the Slovene defence minister, 
whose country follows Portugal 
in leading the bloc. 

Among Lisbon’s priorities for 
the sectors during its presidency, 
whichbeganon Sunday, Severiano 
Teixeira underlined plans for po- 
lice and human rights missions in 
Kosovo and Afghanistan. 

He said the EU would continue 


its traditional partnerships 
with NATO and the United Na- 
tions, while simultaneously 
seeking to boost diplomatic, 
security and defence relations 
with Africa. 

Lisbon has scheduled a sum- 
mit with the African Union for 
December and invited the de- 
fence ministers of North Afri- 
ca’s five Maghreb countries to 
attend an informal meeting of 
EU defence ministers in Evora 
in September. TPN/Lusa

Security apparatus forpresidency 
biggest-everinPortugal 

Despite discounting any imminent terrorist threat, Portuguese officials 
have mobilised their biggest-ever security operation for the six-month 
European Union presidency that Lisbon assumed on Sunday. 



Given the lengthy timeframe 
and the large number of officers 
involved. General Leonel de 
Carvalho, the secretary-general 
of the Security Coordination 
Office, told Lusa that the EU 
presidency security network was 
“the largest such operation ever 
organized in Portugal”. 

Gen. de Carvalho declined to 
give numbers, but other sources 
linked to the operation said that 
during peak presidency events, 
such as the Europe-Africa sum- 
mit planned for Lisbon in Decem- 
ber, as many as 3,000 police of- 
ficers and troops would be mo- 
bilised. 

De Carvalho downplayed the 
threat of terrorist strikes, but ac- 
knowledged the possibility does 
exist, saying precautions had and 
were being taken. 

“The threat exists, because if s 
global, but if s moderate” in na- 
ture, he said, adding that land and 
maritime border controls had 
been reinforced. 

The possibility of an attack 


from Spain’s Basque terrorist 
ETA was “completely 
sidelined” and threats from Is- 
lamic radicals would be much 
more likely in Britain or neigh- 
bouring Spain, he said. 

The general also said that 
Portuguese security forces did 
not expect maj or problems from 
anti-globalisation demonstra- 
tors, whose most radical fac- 
tions have frequently sought to 
disrupt big international politi- 
cal events through violent ac- 
tion. 

“We don’t expect any of 
this”, he said, underlining that his 
office constantly evaluated the 
changing potential risks to the 
Portuguese EU presidency. 

Police forces and troops who 
will be involved in security op- 
erations over the six months be- 
gan their training last year, and de 
Carvalho noted that much of the 
human and material resources 
required had been in place since 
Portugal hosted the Euro 2004 
football championship three 


years ago. 

Meanwhile, Portuguese Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates, com- 
menting on the threat of global 
terrorism in the wake of attacks 
in Great Britain, has said in- 
creased cooperation among Eu- 
rope’ s police forces is “abso- 
lutely essential”. 

“The links between (EU) 
member countries and among 
their security forces are abso- 
lutely essential”, Socrates said 
Sunday in Oporto, where the 
Portuguese and European Com- 
mission executives met for the 
first time under Lisbon’s presi- 
dency of the 27-nation bloc. 

The fight against terrorism, he 
added, was an “importanf ’ aspect 
of the European vision. 

“It is important they we all be- 
come aware that the European 
project can be helpful in combat- 
ing terrorism”, the union’s new 
president told journalists, react- 
ing to the string of weekend ter- 
rorist actions in London and Glas- 
gow.

Presidency seeking to avoid rifts on Kosovo 

Portugal’s incoming EU chair will work to avoid differences 
among member states in relation to Kosovo, a senior Portuguese 
diplomat said. Speaking in Brussels after talks with EU offieials 
on Portugal’s position on the future status of Kosovo, State See- 
retary for European Affairs Manuel Lobo Antunes said: “The last 
thing we want are divisions. It eannot be that some ehoose option 
“A” and others option “B”, said Lobes Antunes, adding: “A de- 
eision aeeeptable to all parties will be necessary”. Currently un- 
der UN administration, the breakaway provinee eould separate 
from Serbia under proposals baeked by the US and the EU, but 
opposed by Russia. 

MidEast Quartet likely to hold 1st meeting during 
Lisbon’s presidency 

The first meeting of the quartet of Middle East peace mediators 
will probably take plaee during the Portuguese EU presideney, 
the 27-state bloe’s foreign poliey ehief, Javier Solana, said. The 
EU’s top diplomat said after talks in Lisbon with Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Luis Amado: “We’ll have the first meeting of 
the Middle East Quartet (Russia, the EU, the US and the UN) 
very probably during the Portuguese presideney, and very likely 
in August.” Earlier this week, a Palestinian Authority envoy asked 
Portugal’s foreign minister for EU fmaneial support and raised 
the idea of deployment of international peaeekeepers to the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. Questioned on the reported Middle East 
peaeekeeping plan, Solana said no eonerete proposals have yet 
been made, deelining to reveal the EU’ s position on the issue. 

Multi-billion fund accord for Portugal marks first 
day of presidency 

Lisbon and the European Commission signed a multi-billion 
euro funding paekage for Portugal Monday, the first working day 
of the Portuguese EU presideney. The Strategie National Refer- 
enee Framework, known by the Portuguese aeronym QREN, is 
worth 21.5 billion euros and is set to run through 2013. The QREN 
2007/2013 aeeord was signed in northern Oporto by Brussels’ 
Regional Poliey Commissioner and Lisbon ’ s environment and ter- 
ritorial planning minister, Nunes Correia, on the sidelines of the 
first meeting of the Portuguese and European exeeutives. Prime 
Minister Jose Soerates has repeatedly said that QREN funds will 
be applied “seleetively” in aeeord with “rigorous poliey ehoiees”. 
He added, “We must abandon the past eulture, in whieh there was 
support for everything that fit into the budget, to begin making 
ehoiees. This means only baeking, more strongly, goodprojeets 
with unquestionable impaet on our eeonomy and soeiety”. 

Pottering forecasts ‘success’ for presidency, new treaty 

European Parliament President Hans-Gert Pottering says he is 
“eonfidenf ’ a Reform Treaty for the European Union will be ap- 
proved by year’ s end during the bloe’ s Portuguese presideney. “I 
trust in the governments of the member states and hope they all 
will eontribute to reformulate the treaty and that it will be rati- 
fied”, Pottering said Thursday during a debate with Portuguese 
youth leaders at the Portuguese Parliament. “I hope all the gov- 
ernments of the EU member states will remain faithful to their 
eommitments” made last week in Brussels on the framework for 
a new treaty, he added. Questioned on the need for referendums 
to ratify the proposed eharter. Pottering said the issue did not 
depend on the Strasbourg legislature, but rather on eaeh of the 
bloe’s governments. 

Brazil summit result of intense Lisbon efforts - Socrates 

Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates hailed as “historieal” 
this week’s upeoming EU-Brazil summit in Lisbon, stressing it 
was the result of “intense” and “planned” work by the Portuguese 
government. “This summit between the European Union and 
Brazil didn’t fall out of the sky, it was the outeome of a planned 
strategy of the Portuguese presideney”, Soerates told journalists 
as he waited for the arrival of EU Commission President and former 
Portuguese Premier Jose Manuel Durao Barroso. Soerates also 
reaffirmed his eommitment to hold a EU-Aff iea summit in Lisbon 
in Deeember, which he eonsiders one of the major highlights of the 
six-month Portuguese presideney. 

Lisbon will continue efforts to free ‘death row’ 
Bulgarians from Libya 

The Portuguese presideney of the EU is doing all possible to 
free five nurses from Bulgaria senteneed to death in Libya on 
eharges they infeeted ehildren with HIV, a Portuguese diplomat 
said. Ambassador Mario de Jesus dos Santos, Lisbon’ s envoy to 
Sofia, was cited by Bulgaria’s No vinite news ageney as saying: 
“The Portuguese presideney will work together with European 
institutions and Bulgaria to ensure that the nurses return home.” 
Dos Santos was speaking in Sofia after talks with Bulgarian For- 
eign Minister Gergana Graneharova, who said it was important 
for his government that Portugal eontinued efforts by the previ- 
ous EU presideney to free the nurses. Germany’s foreign minis- 
ter reeently led an EU mission to Libya for talks on the ease and 
U.S. President George Bush has also urged Tripoli to free the 
medies. The Libyan Supreme Court says it will rule July 1 1 on the 
death sentenees against the five Bulgarians and a doetor from Pal- 
estine - imprisoned sinee 1 999 and senteneed to death a seeond 
time last Deeember.

Portugal invites threeNorthAmcan 
states to environment meet 



Portugal has invited Algeria, Morocco and Tunisia to join the European Union in discussions on climate 
problems facing the two continents, like droughts and water shortage, issues that will be high on the EU 
presidency agenda, a government source was reported as telling the Lusa News Agency. 


“It’s the first time Maghreb 
eountries will partieipate in EU 
discussions on environment”, 
said Ana Luisa Felicio, senior 
aide to the Portuguese environ- 
ment minister, who is in eharge 
of environmental issues during 
the six-month Portuguese EU 
presidency. 

Portugal, together with some 
other European eountries, have 
urged the European Commis- 
sion to treat the phenomenon of 
drought and water shortage with 
European political measures like 
it does with floods, and not just 
with occasional, spot measures. 

“Traditionally, drought was 
eonsidered a problem of south- 
ern European countries, but 
now it’s a European problem. 
Therefore, it shouldn’t be eon- 
sidered an exeeptional or ocea- 
sional situation anymore”, 
Felicio added. 

The Commission has prom- 
ised to issue a draft document 
stipulating ways to minimise 
the impaet of drought and water 
shortage, which should be pre- 
sented for discussion and ap- 
proval at the informal ministe- 
rial council meeting on environ- 
ment seheduled for September. 

The three Maghreb eountries 
were invited to partieipate in that 
meeting beeause, due to their 
geographie location, they have an 
important role to play in this is- 
sue, aceording to the offieial. 

Droughts, water shortage and 
floods are affecting dramatically 
many countries in Europe and 
Afriea. Climate ehanges and 
biodiversity will rank high on the 
agenda of the Portuguese EU 
presideney.

Since 1 July all European citizens have been able to freely choose their 
electricity and gas supplier, as this was the final date for the full 
opening of the electricity and gas markets in the EU. 


There are a few exceptions to 
take account of special circum- 
stances where it is not possible 
to introduce competition yet, 
such as the Baltic States and in 
member states where gas was in- 
troduced only recently, but the 
basic mle of freedom of choice for 


every citizen has become estab- 
lished in the EU. The full market 
opening represents a milestone in 
the creation of a fully function- 
ing European energy market. 

As of the same date, larger and 
medium- sized local electricity 
and gas distribution companies 


will also have to be organised as 
legally separate companies (so- 
called ‘legal unbundling’). This 
measure will enhance the inde- 
pendence of the distribution 
companies from their parent 
companies with the aim of ensur- 
ing a fair access of all suppliers to 


the distribution network. At 
transmission level legal 
unbundling became compulsory 
already in 2003. 

“I encourage European con- 
sumers to take advantage of their 
freedom to choose their energy 
suppliers. A functioning EU en- 
ergy market can only be obtained 
if consumers participate in the 
market actively. Nonetheless 
some other obstacles to a truly 
competitive internal market re- 
main-the Commission wiU there- 


Israeli experts demonstrate 
irrigation methods inTransmontana 


This week Transmontana 
farmers will learn highly ad- 
vanced methods of irrigation 
from Israeli specialists who 
have succeeded in transform- 
ing the most arid areas into 
productive farming land. 

Eernando Bras, director of 
the Tras-os-Montes Agricul- 


tural Association told Lusa 
“With less water than us, they 
have done wonders”. Sr. Bras is 
the promoter behind the scheme 
which has the support of the 
Northern Eisheries and Agricul- 
tural Regional Board. 

A committee of technicians, 
companies and representatives 


from the Israeli government will 
be visiting areas in the region 
where farming is most intense to 
demonstrate their irrigation meth- 
ods. They will also be meeting 
with producers, irrigation com- 
panies and businesses who pro- 
vide agricultural equipment. 

One of the methods used by 


the Israelis and highlighted by 
Eernando Bras was the use of a 
humidity sensor which causes 
the irrigation to disconnect 
when watering is sufficient. 
The experts will also be demon- 
strating how irrigation systems 
can also be activated by mobile 
phone.

Brazil dismisses Mercosul worries 
on its ‘strategic partnership’ withEU 


Brazil views its debut summit 
with the European Union in Lis- 
bon next week as gaining greater 
importance in the aftermath of the 
failed Potsdam meeting on the 
Doha Round of world trade ne- 
gotiations. 

That failure, BrazilianEoreign 
Minister Celso Amorim told the 
Lusa News Agency, makes the 
July 4 summit this past Thurs- 
day in Lisbon “more important” 


because “it will be one of the 
themes and we will seek ways for 
drawing (our positions) closer”. 

“I think we can advance more”, 
Mr Amorim said, referring to the 
aborted talks in Potsdam be- 
tween Brazil and India on one 
side and the EU and the United 
States on the other. 

Brussels and Washington had 
made a “strategic error”, he added, 
in trying to exert great pressure 


on the developing countries. 

Mr Amorim also dismissed 
concerns among its South Ameri- 
can Mercosul partners over the 
“strategic partnership” that will 
be consummated in Lisbon be- 
tween Brazil and the EU. 

“It’ s a worry that deserves no 
analysis”, he said, underlining 
that the planned bilateral part- 
nership was not a free-trade ac- 
cord and that the EU could well 


decide in future to establish such 
privileged relations with other 
Mercosul members. 

Mr Amorim said that his big- 
gest hopes for the Portuguese EU 
presidency, which begins Sun- 
day, were that it witness the suc- 
cessful completion of the Doha 
Round of world trade negotia- 
tions and the revival of trade talks 
between Mercosul and Europe.

The internal energy market is 
an important measure in ensur- 
ing fair prices to citizens and in- 
dustries. It also guarantees that 
even smaller companies, for in- 
stance those that invest in renew- 
able energy, have access to the en- 
ergy market. Eurthermore, a well 
functioning market ensures suf- 
ficient investments in power 
plants and transmission net- 
works thereby helping avoid in- 
terruptions in power or gas sup- 
plies . The European Regulators ’ 
Group ERGEG has most re- 
cently published a status review 
on end-user price regulation and 
market opening which gives an 
overview of the market opening 
dates in all member states. 

The fact that retail electricity 
prices have, on average, remained 
relatively constant in real terms, 
despite very obvious price in- 
creases in the cost of primary fu- 
els such as coal and gas, clearly 
demonstrates the increased effi- 


ciency in electricity supply. The 
electricity price in particular for 
households would in fact have 
decreased if the effects of taxation 
by member states were excluded. 

As far as gas is concerned, the 
factors affecting prices, such as 
the need to move to more expen- 
sive supply sources such as liq- 
uefied natural gas, and the contin- 
ued linking of some gas imports 
to the price of oil, would have 
occurred whether or not compe- 
tition had been introduced. It 
must be recalled that energy 
prices cannot be expected to al- 
ways remain low regardless of 
external factors. Nonetheless, 
competitive and open markets 
will bring the best prices to end 
users, including the energy inten- 
sive industry. 

Although consumers are not 
obliged to change their energy 
suppliers, such a change may 
ensure a better deal in terms of 
price and service. 

In the members states where 
the freedom to choose the energy 
supplier has been in place for 
some time, the record shows that 
customers increasingly take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. 


Pestana profits up 
10 percent 

Portuguese hotel and tourism giant Pestana 
has revealed that receipts rose by 10.2 
percent last year in relation to 2005, climbing 
to a total of 458 million euros. 



These numbers were unveiled 
by the tourism group’ s chairman, 
Diomsio Pestana at a press con- 
ference held in Madeira, where he 
also took the opportunity to look 
back in the company’s 35-year 
history since the opening of its 
first hotel on the island in 1972. 

Results before taxes, deprecia- 
tion and interest totalled 100.3 
million euros, a year-on-year in- 
crease of 17.3 percent. 
It was also stressed at the press 


conference that Pestana concen- 
trates 90 percent of its activity 
on tourism, and is among the 25 
biggest hotel chains in Europe 
and in the top 60 internationally. 

The group is building ten new 
hotels to add to its list of 8 1 which 
are scattered over three continents 
and in nine countries - Portugal, 
Brazil, South Africa, Mozam- 
bique, Argentina, Venezuela, Sao 
Tome, Cape Verde andthe United 
Kingdom (London). 


Cyprus, Malta to join Euro 
Zone next week 


Cyprus and Malta will be 
formally approved for mem- 
bership in the Euro Zone at the 
next meeting of European Ei- 
nance Ministers (Ecofin) July 
10, under the EU Portuguese 
presidency, government offi- 
cials said. 

“With the approval of the 
legal accession mechanisms for 
Cyprus and Malta (the Euro 
Zone) will have 15 members”, 
said Portuguese Einance Min- 
ister Teixeira Santos, as he en- 
tered a meeting of the Portu- 
guese government and the Eu- 
ropean Commission in 
Oporto, where the first work- 
ing day of the Portuguese EU 


presidency is taking place. 

The political decision for the 
accession of Malta and Cyprus 
to the Euro Zone was taken last 
month in Brussels, during the 
EU summit which ended the 
German EU rotating presi- 
dency. 

The Ecofin meeting July 10, 
inBrussels, will be the first meet- 
ing chaired by the Portuguese 
finance minister. 

Besides Portugal, one of the 
Euro founders in 1999, the 
other members are Germany, 
Erance, Spain, Italy, Holland, 
Belgium, Luxemburg, Ireland, 
Einland, Austria, Greece and 
Slovenia.

Africa 

“Before you put a roof on a house, 
you need to build the foundations,” 
South African President Thabo Mbeki 
reportedly told diplomats at the 
summit meeting of the African Union 
in Ghana last weekend. Others were 
just as quick to ridicule the summit’s 
declared goal of creating a unified 
African government by 2015, and it 
certainly isn’t going to happen fast. It 
may never happen at all — but it 
might, and it would be a very good 
idea. 



“The emergence of such a 
mighty stabilising force in this 
strife-tom world should be 
regarded... not as a shadowy 
dream of a visionary,” declared 
Kwame Nkmmah, the first 
president of independent 
Ghana, almost half a century 
ago, “but as a practical 
proposition which the peoples 
of Africa can and should 
translate into reality. . . . We must 
act now. T omorrow may be too 
late.” 

Nkmmah was pleading for a 
pan- African government instead 
of the jigsaw-puzzle of ex- 
colonies that came into 
existence as the European 
imperial powers left Africa. He 
was asking for the Moon: the 
independence stmggle was 
waged within the borders of 
each colony, and the leaders who 
emerged had their power bases 
within those borders. Wider 
unity would have dethroned 
most of those leaders, so it did 
not happen. But now the unity 
project is back. 

The African Union was created 
five years ago out of the 
wreckage of the discredited 
Organisation of African Unity 
with the goal of making Africa’ s 
mlers accountable. Now it is 
trying to revive the project for 
real African unity, and there is 
no shortage of Africans who 
argue that it is merely a 
distraction from urgent and 
concrete problems like Darfur 
and Zimbabwe. Maybe they are 
right, but what if those crises are 
just symptoms of a deeper 
African problem? 

At the time most African 
countries gained their 
independence in the 1960s, they 



had higher average incomes and 
better public services than most 
Asian countries. Kenyans lived 
better than Malaysians; people 
in the Ivory Coast were richer 
than South Koreans; 
Zimbabweans were healthier, 
longer-lived and better- 
educated than Chinese. And 
there were more and worse wars 
in Asia than in Africa. 

Now it’s all dramatically the 
other way round, but why? 
Individual Africans are no less 
intelligent, hard-working or 
ambitious than individual 
Asians, so the answer must lie 
in the system. And the most 
striking characteristic of that 
system is the sheer number of 
independent states within 
Africa: fifty-three of them, in a 
continent that has fewer people 
than either India or China. 

This is where the discussion 
usually veers off into a 
condemnation of the arbitrary 
borders drawn by the old 
colonial powers, which paid 
little heed to the ethnic ties of 
the people within them, but that 
is not the point at all. The point 
is that at least half of the fifty- 
three African counfries have 
greater ethnic diversity within 
their borders than all of China. 
A few, like Nigeria, approach 
India in the sheer range and 
diversity of their languages, 
religions and ethnic identities. 
You CANNOT draw rational 
borders for Africa thaf give each 
efhnic group ifs own homeland. 
Even if you refused that 
privilege to groups of less than 
half a million people, you’d end 
up with over 200 countries. So 
the old Organisation of African 
Unify decreed fhaf the colonial 
borders must remain 
untouchable, because the only 
alternative seemed to be 
several generations of 
separatist ethnic wars. 

The problem is that quite a few 
of the separatist ethnic wars 
happened anyway, and many 
other African countries, to 
avoid that fate, became 
tyrannies where a “big man” 
from one of the dominant ethnic 
groups ruled over the rest by a 
combination of patronage and 
violence. Time was wasted, 
lives were lost, and things went 
backwards. It was nobody’s

fault, but Africa needs to 
change this system. 

There are over two hundred 
ethnic groups in Africa that have 
over half a million people, and 
NONE (except the Arabs of 
North Africa) that amount to 
even five percent of the 
continent’s population. Only 
three languages — Mandarin 
Chinese, Hindi and Japanese — 
account for half the population 
of Asia. Even in Europe, eight 


languages account for 7 5 percent 
of the continent’s population. 
Africa is different, and maybe 
the national state (or, rather, the 
pseudo-national state) is not the 
answer there. 

The African federalists imagine 
a solution that jumps right over 
that problem: a single African 
Union modelled on the 
European Union, but where no 
ethnic group is even five percent 
of the population. Then politics 


stops being a zero-sum ethnic 
competition (at least in theory) 
and starts being about the 
general welfare. And also, in 
theory, the continent starts to 
fulfil its potential. 

We will all be a good deal older 
before the African Union, or 
whatever it will eventually be 
called, becomes more than a 
dream, but in the end it may. As 
Alpha Oumar Konare, former 
president of Mali and head of the 


African Union, said at the start 
of the summit: “The battle for 
the United States of Africa is the 
only one worth fighting for this 
generation — the only one that 
can provide the answers to the 
thousand-and-one problems 
faced by the populations of 
Africa.”

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FRETILIN leads Timor polls but short of majority 


East Timor’s ruling 
FRETILIN party remained 
ahead in the ballot eount on 
Wednesday for legislative polls 
taking 28 .6 pereent of the vote to 
the 22.8 pereent garnered by ex- 
president Xanana Gusmao’s 
CNRT party, with 9 1 pereent of 
ballots eounted, eleetoral offi- 
cials said. 

The National Elections Com- 
mission (CNE) said FRETILIN 
had 106,821 votes to the fledg- 
ling CNRT’s 85,289. Among the 
other dozen parties contesting 
the polls, the ASDT was running 
in third place with 1 6 percent of 
votes cast and the Democratic 
Party (PD) had 11.9 percent. 

Counting in the capital and 
Timor’s second city, Baucau, is 
continuing, the CNE said. 

Meanwhile, the leader of the 
fourth-placed PD, Fernando de 
Araujo, has predicted no party 
will take over 50 percent of the 
vote in the parliamentary contest, 
calling for all parties winning 
seats in Dili’s 65-member legis- 
lature to form a “national unity 
government.” 

The US-based Carter Centre, 
one of many international organi- 


zations monitoring the polls, is- 
sued a preliminary report laud- 
ing the “excellent execution” of 
the election and its “peaceful and 
orderly” character. 

However, it condemned some 
“instances of violence and fiery 
rhetoric” during the campaign, 
which came one year after a 
bloody spiral of violence within 
the Timorese security forces and 
among regional communities, es- 
pecially in Dili. 

The Carter Centre also cau- 
tioned that issues of “security 
and transparency” in the ballot 
counting process required “care- 
ful assessment” before future 
elections. 

No figures were given for the 
turnout on Saturday of the coun- 
try’ s 530,000 voters, but offi- 
cials said earlier that participation 
appeared to have fallen below 
the recent presidential polls that 
drew about 80 percent of voters. 

Analysts have said they ex- 
pected no one party to gain a 
majority in the 65-member par- 
liament, 20 seats less than the 
outgoing legislature, and forecast 
the need for a coalition govern- 
ment. 


The chief of the European 
Union’s 36-strong observer 
team, Javier Pomes Ruiz, praised 
the “generally peaceful and 
democratic” vote, saying it out- 
stripped “international expecta- 
tions”. 

Pomes Ruiz noted that as re- 
cently as March, before the two- 
round presidential poll. East 
T imor was widely viewed as ly- 
ing on the brink of “civil war”. 

“This represents an impor- 
tant step towards the consolida- 
tion of a democratic culture and 
to the end of the deep political 
crisis in which the country was 
recently immersed”, he said, re- 
ferring to a wave of violence one 
year ago that toppled a govern- 
ment and brought in international 
peacekeepers. 

In a preliminary report, the 
EU observers criticised what 
they said had been the use of 
“public resources” for the ben- 
efit of some unnamed parties and 
the fact that State Administra- 
tion Minister Ana Pessoa had 
been simultaneously responsi- 
ble for organizing the balloting 
and a candidate on FRETILIN’ s 
ticket. TPN/Lusa

Angola carrier faces ban from EU 
airspace, Luanda threatens 
retaliation and suspends BA flights 


Angolan national airline 
TAAG is being banned from 
European Union airspace 
from Friday over safety 
concerns and Luanda is 
warning it could ban 
European airlines from its 
airspace in retaliation for 
the blacklisting, officials 
said. Angola has already 
told British Airways it can no 
longer fly to Luanda. 

A European Commission ban 
on TAAG is expected to come 
into force Friday. The Angolan 
flag flier currently flies to Lisbon 
and Paris in Europe and an- 
nounced at the weekend it had 
reached an accord to operate its 
Luanda-Lisbon route via Cape 
Verde in partnership with the is- 
lands’ national carrier, TACV.

TAP of Portu- 
gal has also been “verbally” told 
its license to operate to Angola is 
being rescinded, company 
sources said. 

Reacting to the developing 
spat sparked by TAAG’s 
blacklisting, Portuguese Trans- 
port Minister Mario Lino said 
Tuesday that he had informed 
Luanda Portugal is ready to as- 
sist in resolving problems 
caused by the banning order, an 
“EU decision and not Portu- 
gal’s.”

Boeing 737 crashes in north Angola killing 6 

At least six people died when a jetliner belonging to Angolan 
national carrier TAAG crashed on Thursday near the northern city 
of Mbanza Congo, state news agency ANGOP reported. 

The Boeing 737 was carrying 78 passengers and traveling from 
Luanda to Mbanza Congo and appeared to lose control during an 
emergency landing and crashed into a building, ANGOP said. 

Luanda civil aviation officials said the causes of the fatal crash 
were being investigated. 

Separately, the European Union announced last Thursday that 
it is planning to ban TAAG from its airspace over safety concerns. 
The Angolan flag flyer currently operates six return flights a week 
between Luanda and Lisbon, as well as weekly flights from Lon- 
don and Paris to the Angolan capital. TPN/Lusa

profits of 1 30m euros for 2006 

Mozambique’s largest mobile phone operator Mcel has an- 
nounced earnings of euros 129 million for 2006, up around a quar- 
ter in a year-on-year comparison. 

Mcel ’s chairman, Rui Fernandes, said the majority state-owned 
firm had a 70 percent market share at the close of last year, or 1 .4 
million customers. Vodacom of South Africa is Mcel’ s main com- 
petitor, but its Mozambican subsidiary, Vodacom Mozambique, 
is struggling compared to its rival and boasts fewer than half Mcel ’s 
number of clients. TPN/Lusa 

Angola sees Portuguese presidency as valuable 
for Lisbon-Africa relations 

Angola counts on Portugal’s EU presidency to bring “added 
value” to the traditionally strong ties between Lisbon and its five 
former African territories, says Luanda’s culture minister. 

“I think, particularly for the five Portuguese-speaking African 
countries, that the Portuguese EU presidency will be an added value, 
given the relations of friendship, fraternity and cooperation that 
exist between these countries and Portugal”, Boaventura Cardoso 
told Lusa last Sunday in Luanda. 

The culture minister’ s comments came after he attended a con- 
cert by Portuguese pianist Bernardo Sasseti in the Angolan capi- 
tal, an event sponsored by Lisbon’s embassy to mark the start of 
Portugal’ s third turn at the EU helm. 

One of Lisbon’s priorities for its six-month presidency is the 
hosting of a Europe-Aff ica summit to re-launch relations between 
the two continents.

Freixo de Espada a Cinta 

Recently we travelled to the interesting town of Freixo de Espada a Cinta that 
was the most northern town that we visited on our 1,500 kilometre 
exploratory round trip. It is situated just west of the Douro river that at this 
point forms the border between Portugal and Spain and extends for a 
distance of 113 kilometres from just north of Miranda do Douro to Barca 
de Alva some eighteen kilometres south of Freixo de Espada a Cinta. j 
During one stretch of fifty kilometres it drops three hundred and .^iv, * 

eighty metres through a series of rapids and gorges. 


There are several routes to 
reaeh the town, either by 
travelling northwards on the 
IP2, E802, as far as Poeinho 
then taking the N220 through 
Torre de Moneorvo to the 
southwards N221, or for a 
‘eastle’ experienee leave 
Guarda on the eastwards E80, 
IPS as far as exit 30 and first 
visit Castelo Mendo, a small 
fortified, medieval stronghold 
that was built on a previous 
Celtie settlement, its entranee 
portal guarded by two 
prehistorie granite pigs and 
within a dominating pillory and 
other interesting features. From 
here travel northwards to 
Castelo Bom that has few 
reminders of its plaee in history, 
then on to the impressive star 
shaped bastion fortress of 
Almeida and finally to Castelo 
Rodrigo, its imposing hilltop 
ruins surrounded by the village, 
before joining the N221 to 
reaeh Barea de Alva the final 
destination of the eruise boats 
that sail from Porto, and on 
through speetaeular seenery to 
Freixo de Espada a Cinta. 

The history of this town, 
reeognised as one of the oldest 
towns in the Tras-os-Montes 
region, is thought to go baek to 
the Iberian tribes - Narbassi 
and Vettoni - that oeeupied this 
area before the Romans 
although there is no definite 
knowledge of fortifieations 
from these times other than 
referenee to a eastle, when it 
was granted a charter from 
Portugal’s first king, Dom 


Afonso Henriques in 1155. 
During the reign of Dom 
Sancho II in 1240 it was 
designated as a Vila - small 
town - an award for having 
defended it from attack by the 
king of Leon - in Spain. In 1 5 12 
Dom Manuel I granted it a new 
charter. 

The historic zone of the town 
is just off the through road, but 
very well worth a visit as its 
Manueline architecture from 
the time of Dom Manuel in the 
late fifteenth and early 
sixteenth centuries is 
considered to be amongst the 
best for a small Portuguese 
town. 

The Farmer King, Dom Dinis 
during his reign from 1279 to 
1325 reconstructed the castle, 
of which little now remains 
other than the huge seven sided 
granite Torre do Galo that was 
declared a National Monument 
in 1910, although the bell tower 
with a clock and pyramidal roof 
was a later addition. 

The Igreja Matrix, Igreja de 
Sao Miguel, also a National 
Monument and a Zone of 
Special Protection is, like so 
many of the town’s monuments, 
under the auspices of IPPAR - 
Instituto Portugues do 
Patrimonio Arquitectdnico. 
This church, whose construction 
began in the sixteenth century, 
has features that are 
reminiscent of the famous 
Jeronimos Monastery in Lisbon 
and the church in the Convent 
of Jesus in Setubal, but when 
we visited we discovered that

the magnificent golden main 
chapel, the piece de 
resistance, is under 

renovation and is expected to 
take up to one more year to 
complete, having begun a year 
ago with specialists in the art 
of restoration, especially 
gilding, implementing this 
exacting task. When the work 
is completed it will be 
breathtaking and show off to 
perfection the sixteen 

magnificent panels that are 
attributed to an artist who 
reproduced several paintings by 
his mentor Vasco Fernandes - 
also known as Grao Vasco - the 
famous painter who spent 
almost half his life painting 
in his Viseu 
workshop. Several 
of the sculptures 
are accredited to a 
Flemish sculptor 
Amao de Carvalho 
who also worked 
within the same 
school. 

In addition, the two 
side chapels and 
three naves make a 
very impressive 
interior with all the 
capitals on the lofty 
columns carved 
differently. 
Throughout there 
are several later 
additions to the 
interior including 
the sacristy door that 
is dated 1738, plus 
the unusual circular 
cast iron pulpit.

During most of that time they have studied the 
natural history, handicrafts, traditions and many other 
aspects of the country in which they have made their 
home. For many years Madge and John have written 
about Portugal and for over twelve years lectured on 
all its facets. On a regular basis they will be sharing 
with our readers some of the fascinating and to many 
unknown, place and traditions they have researched. 




Throughout the town you will 
see many fascinating windows 
and doorways with 

Manueline 

* architecture, plus the 
pillory that was 
declared a national 
monument in 1922 
within the square near 
the Turismo just back 
from the road that 
passes through this 
small town. Until 
recently it was 
complete with the 
heavy iron manacles, 
but those were no 
longer in evidence on 
our last visit. One 
feature that we have not 
seen before on a pillory 
is a carved human head 
within the decorative 
capital. 

Two statues within the 
town commemorate 
notable personages that were 
bom there. Guerra Junqueiro a 
poet who lived from September 
17* 1850 to July 7* 1923 was a 
lawyer at the University of 
Coimbra, as well as being a 
satirical poet at the time of the 
Portuguese Revolution of 1910 
and thought by many, to be the 
most popular poet of his time. 


Near his statue is the home of 
his parents, Casa do Junqueiro 
Velho that is now an 
ethnological museum 

portraying life from the end of 
the nineteenth to the middle of 
the twentieth century. The 
nearby tourist office will have 
information on the opening 
times and can give you explicit 
directions for finding this 
house. 

The second statue situated in 
the square that bears his name, 
is that of Jorge Alvares who in 
May 1513 was the first 
Portuguese to set foot on 
Chinese soil accompanied by 
two Portuguese sailors. 
Landing on the island of Lintin 
in the estuary of the Pearl river 
they erected a padrdo in the 
name of their king. Their 
expedition resulted in the first 
trading posts from that region 
that finally united to have their 
headquarters in Macau. 

This is tmly an interesting town 
to visit, especially when the 
renovations within the parish 
church have been completed. 
Our next Lusofile will describe 
our visit to the only silk worm 
breeding farm in Portugal that 
is also to be found within this 
intriguing municipality.

Road deaths down by 300% 

SIR, I read and enjoyed your 
newspaper while I was 
vacationing in Portugal in early 
June. But I had to chuckle, when 
I read the headline in your 9th 
June 2007 edition of “Road 
Deaths Down by 300%”, and I 
thought I would have a little fun 
at your expense by pointing out 
that while everyone probably 
understood what you were say- 
ing, the headline was technically 
incorrect for the following rea- 
son: an item can only be reduced 
by 100%. 

The correct formula is the 
amount of the decrease divided 
by the original amount. In your 
case the decrease should have 
been 66% computed as follows 
(27 1 minus 9 1 = 1 80 the amount 
of the decrease) divided by 27 1 
the original amount. Using the 
correct formula, an item can 
never decrease more that it was 
originally. In other words. Road 
Deaths can not have decreased 
by 8 1 3 and be a minus 542 (27 1 
times 300% minus 271). You 
cannot create 542 lives on the 
highway in just one decade. 

I hope you will accept this 
email in the light-hearted spirit 
that was intended. Y ou live in a 
great country and I enj oy ed my 2 
% weeks in Portugal immensely.

Go through the exercises three 
times, with a three-minute recov- 
ery jog in between for a 30- 
minute fiill-body circuit. (Perfect 
for getting you out of the tedious 
picnic preparation). 

Or, mix and match the exer- 
cises to meetyour specific goals. 
FOR A T-SHIRT TORSO - 
PARALLEL BARDIPS 

Works: Triceps, shoulders, 
chest 

Using just your body weight, 
dips build great triceps, shoulders 
and pecs,” says Graeme Marsh, 
author of Strong And Fitter For 
Life, published by A&C Black. 

“Focus on absolute control 
throughout. And to bulk up your 
arms, keep your body upright. 
To hit your chest more, lean for- 
ward as you lower.” 

In the gym 

Aim for three sets of 10 to 12 
reps, resting 30 seconds between 
sets. 

Find some parallel bars and 
plaee one hand on eaeh bar. Ex-

“The elimber ’ s pull-up adds a 
twist to an old favourite” says 
Robin Gargrave, direetor of 
YMCA Fitness Industry train- 
ing. “Adding lateral movement 
means lifting the same weight 
with fewer museles, so they’ 11 get 
bigger, faster.” 

In the gym 

Aim for three sets of 10-12 
reps, resting 30 seeonds between 
sets. 

Hang with your hands shoul- 
der-width apart, palms faeing 
out. 

Pull up towards one hand un- 
til your eyes are in line with your 
fist. 

Lower to the start position and 
repeat to the other hand. 

In the park 

Try low bar elimber’ s pull 
ups. These target the spinal re- 
gions of your mid and lower baek 
as mueh as the upper region. “It’s 
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also a great core workout since 
you have to keep your whole 
body tense,” Gargrave says.

“And by 
working your transverse 
abdominals you ’ 11 eliminate those 
love-handles.”

Aim for three return trips, rest- 
ing for 3 0 seconds between each.

\\^en you’ve taken in the rides, 
the parades - both in the main 
park and the studios - and all the 
other delights, you may be ready 
for some more fun. Wild West 
style. 

We were given cowboy hats as 
we headed for the arena that 
stages Buffalo Bill’s Wild West 
Show in Disney Village, a cow- 
boy and Indian set-up reliving 
the myths and legends of Ameri- 
ca ’s frontier. 

There’s the expected skilled 
horsemanship, lasso tricks and 
gun-toting nonsense, as well as 
the rounding up of cattle and buf- 
falo, but the best part is the fact 
that the arena is divided into four 
camps -red, blue, green and yel- 
low - for the evening, with each 
section cheering for their own 
cowboy as he performs games 
and competitions to decide the 
winner.

“If left to mature, it grows 
quiekly into a splendid single- 
stemmed small tree with an im- 
pressive head of long, sword- 
like leaves,” he explains. 

Other exoties inelude the tree 
fern, Dieksonia antaretiea, an- 
other popular speeies in the eon- 
temporary garden whieh is par- 
tieularly suited to smaller spaees 
as it’s slow growing. Its heavy 
brown trunk and impressive fern 
leaves gives an instant tree ef- 
feet and a subtropieal feel. 

A lot of its root system is ae- 
tually in its trunk, so you need 
to bury some of the trunk in the 
ground to anehor it seeurely. It 
will also need watering regu- 
larly and spraying around the 
erown. 

If you live in a eold area, plaee 
straw or fleeee around the erown 
and trunk during the eooler 
months to help proteet it. The 
leaves generally die away and 
the plant beeomes dormant un- 
til spring. 

Another exotie eandidate 
whieh provides a strong arehi- 
teetural symmetrieal shape is the 
monkey puzzle (Arauearia 
araueana), with its long, deep 
green bristly branehes. 

Before you plant one, have a 
look at a mature tree to make sure 
you have room for it - it may do 
better planted as a small, eon- 


tainer-grown tree. 

Many palms need a mild win- 
ter to survive, sueh as Butia 
eapitata, a small tree with el- 
egant arehing leaves, and Phoe- 
nix eanariensis, whieh in a mild 
spot will make an impaet 
quiekly. 

We’ve long seen the popular 
eanna used as the eentral point 
in eontainers or to add a tropi- 
eal feel to borders along with lil- 
ies, dahlias and eoleus provid- 
ing masses of exotie-looking 
flowers and foliage, but bananas 
will also sit alongside palms and 
eordylines in the mildest re- 
gions. 

The Musabasjoo is one of the 
hardiest bananas. Its leaves die 
baek in winter but it should pro- 
duee new leaves the following 
summer. To keep the under- 
ground portion from freezing in 
very eold areas heaps of autumn 
leaves piled over the root zone 
will usually do the triek. But 
even in eooler areas banana 
stems will need to be proteeted 
over the winter. 

Individual stems ean simply 
be bandaged with netting or hes- 
sian - effeetive though not nee- 
essarily the beauty-prize winner. 

With eareful planting, you 
won’t have to travel to the trop- 
ies for a lush, exotie feel to your 
garden.

What’s in store

Because of the heat in the summer months it makes sence to opt for colourful succulent plants, 
especially those with round ‘fat’ leaves that can tolerate dry conditions although they do thrive 
much better if given some water to prevent thier fleshy leaves from becoming rather withered. 

Crassula portulacea now more often known as Crassula ovata and commonly called the Jade 
Plant or Jade Tree can grow up to two metres in height with a spread of one metre. Its smallish 
leaves that cover the stem and branches are darkish green and usually have a reddish tinge on the 
margins that contrast well with the clusters of pink or white flowers that are produced in the au- 
tumn. A native of southern Africa it grows well in a good humus rich soil mixture that is well 
drained in full sun. It does benefit from occasional watering during the growing and flowering 
season, but does need protection if the temperature is likely to drop below 5“C. 

Echeveria pilosa forms true rosettes that form on its stems. These are reddish brown in colour 
and reach about ten centimetres in height with the ‘bunches’ of pale green rosettes making a clump 
that can attain a forty centimetre diameter if left intact. The long stems of orange red flowers are 
borne throughout many of the spring and summer months. A plant that is native to Mexico it needs 
a fairly fertile soil mixture and to be grown in full sun. It does need winter protection if there is a 
risk of frost and to be given periodic water during the active growing season. 

Graptopetalum paraguayense also known as the mother-of-pearl plant due to the colour of its 
attractive rosettes of greyish green leaves that are tinged with pink. This is another delightful 
succulent that forms loose rosettes of leaves. It has delightful sprays of reddish white flowers 
during the late winter and early spring. Of similar height and width as the Echeveria pilosa it is also 
a native of Mexico and needs similar growing conditions and like the previous plants needs to be 
protected if the temperature is likely to drop below 5“C.

Marky Ramone is an Ameri- 
can drummer. He is perhaps best 
known for being the drummer for 
the Ramones, as well as earlier 
for Richard Hell.

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Hay fever is nothing 
to sneeze at 

The arrival of summer is not welcomed by everyone. The longer 
evenings, better weather and the flowering of plants may herald the 
onset of sunnier times for most people. But for those with hay fever, 
the blooming of nature means pollen and pain. This is the 'sneezing 
season' dreaded by all sufferers of hay fever. 


Hay fever, or seasonal aller- 
gie rhinitis as it is known medi- 
eally, is an allergie reaetion to 
pollen and spores, the miero-

scopic grains that plants, trees, 
grasses or fungi use for fertili- 
sation. In spring, plantlife eomes 
into bloom and many forms of 
trees, grasses, fungi and flowers 
release pollen and spores in or- 
der to reproduee. While many 
plants rely on inseets to transfer 
their pollen, others release their 
pollen onto the wind. It tends to 
be this wind-bome pollen that 
eauses problems. 

Onee your child has been di- 
agnosed with hay fever, the good 


take to minimise their exposure 
to pollen and stop the sniffles 
before they even get started. 

Of course, if your child is at 
school you won't always be there 
to remind them of the golden 
rules. Teaching them the basics 
as early as possible will get them 
into good habits for the years to 
come. If s also useful to let their 
teachers or nursery staff know 
about their allergy so they can 
keep an extra eye on them 
throughout the day. 


Three ways to 


... deal with sibling disputes

Prevention tips 

Gentle on the nose: blowing 
their nose is the best way to clear 
it, whether they can do it for 
themselves or they need a little 
help from you. 

Be kind to sensitive eyes: 
itchy eyes are no fun for anyone 
but rubbing them will only make 
things worse. A splash of cold 
water is much more effective. 

The right time for playtime: 
pollen levels tend to be highest 
before 10am and in the late af- 
ternoon and evening, when the 
safest place for your child to be 
is indoors. Banish boredom by 
giving them lots of exciting ac- 
tivities to do, and keep the win- 
dows and doors closed if you can. 

Cool kids wear sunglasses: 
not just a fashion statement, they 
also do a great job of keeping 
pollen out of your child's eyes. 
A hat will stop pollen attaching 
itself to their hair too. 

Wash it off: after being out- 
side, a quick shower and a 
change of clothes will make your 
child a pollen-free zone. 

Protect their airways: put a 
little petroleum jelly inside each 
nostril to catch pollen before it 
gets up their nose. It will also 
help to soothe any soreness from 
all that blowing. 

Treat it: a specially formu-

lated antihistamine for children 
will help to ease the symptoms 
quickly and let your child carry 
on with their day. Speak to your 
family physician. 

Be prepared for pollen: 
check the pollen count before 
your child goes outside so that 
you know how prepared they 
need to be. 


Keep teddy clean: dust can 
easily aggravate hay fever symp- 
toms and that means cuddly toys 
are prime suspects. Kill the dust 
mites by putting the toy in a plas- 
tic bag in the freezer for 24 
hours, then wash it at 60°C. 

Tumble driers rule: hanging 
sheets, duvets and pillow cases 


on the line is like erecting a gi- 
ant pollen net. Wash your child's 
bedding regularly and use the 
tumble drier instead. 

Beware of cats and dogs: 
pollen sticks to animal fur. 
Make it a house rule to keep pets 
off the beds, especially your 
child's. 


Ask the expert 

Will my children's psychological well-being benefit 
from playing in green spaces outside? And if so, is 
playing in the garden good enough? 


Dr. William Bird, health ad- 
visor to Natural England, has 
just compiled a report warning 
that the mental health of today's 
children is at risk because they 
miss out on exposure to the 
natural world. He says: "We 
still thrive in an environment 
that has contact with nature.” 
"When children are outside 
among trees and grass they can 
off-load any stress, leading to 
better concentration at school. 
New evidence has shown that 
even looking at trees out of 
their window can improve 
their behaviour. Schools with 
playgrounds that have been 
converted from tarmac to grass 


and trees have shown a reduc- 
tion in bullying and an im- 
provement in academic per- 
formance. This is because the 
creative child becomes the 
centre of attention, not the 
bully.” 

"Many children first expe- 
rience nature in their back gar- 
dens, but as they get older 
they'll benefit more from a 
more wild experience in the 
natural environment, such as 
local woods. As children are 
kept indoors or only allowed 
out in structured play, we're 
creating a 'lost generation' of 
children to the natural envi- 
ronment."

In the Trials the dogs have to 
swim out with their owner/han- 
dler around two bouys in the 
sea.(for the juniors this is a timed 
swim between the two bouys 
but for the adult dogs they have 
to swimfor2mins!

The second is the retrieve, the 
owner/handler throws an obj ect 
(a dumb bell for the juniors and a 
rope with small buoys attached 
for the adult dogs).

Amazingly, the 
experience leaves the floppy-haired one wondering how motoring ever took 
off.

As 
ever, John Nettles heads the cast as Detective Chief Inspector Tom 
Barnaby, while good support comes from Daniel Casey as Detective

What a Friend we have in Jesus 


Joseph Scriven is not aname 
that rings a bell with many peo- 
ple today. He was bom in Dub- 
lin, Ireland in 1 8 1 9 . As a young 
man he fell in love with a lovely 
young woman whom he 
planned to marry. On the 
evening before their wedding, 
she accidentally drowned. 
Scriven never fully recovered 
from the shock of her death. 
Instead, the grief- stricken man 
began to wander, hoping to for- 
get his sorrow. 

At the age of 25 , Scriven set- 
tled in Canada. His faith led him 
to do menial tasks for poor wid- 
ows and sick people. He found 
meaning in life by performing 
manual tasks for people who 
could not afford to pay his 
wages. The people in the com- 
munity regarded him as a kind 
man, though a bit odd. 

Later in his life, Joseph 
Scriven fell in love again and 
planned to marry a Canadian 
woman. Again tragedy stmck. 
His fiance died after contract- 
ing pneumonia. Again Scriven 
was grief stricken and only 
found purpose and hope in life 
by continuing to do menial 
tasks in service to those who 
could not pay him anything. 
Others have written of Joseph 
that he took the Sermon on the 
Mount in Matthew 5 quite lit- 
erally. This way of life brought 
peace and contentment to 


Scriven’s sorrow- filled life. 

In 1855, Scriven was ill when 
a friend visited him. The friend 
discovered a poem that Scriven 
had written to his ailing mother 
in faraway Ireland. Scriven did 
not have the money to visit her 
but sent her the poem hoping it 
would encourage her. Scriven 
never intended for the poem to 
be published. However, his 
friend saw it as something that 
could bring encouragement and 
hope to many. The poem made 
its rounds and was set to music 
in 1868 by musician Charles 
Converse, who titled it “What 
A Friend We Have In Jesus. ” It 
has since become one of the 
greatest hymns of the Christian 
faith. 

Joseph Scriven died in 1886. 
In his memory, the town of Port 
Hope, Ontario erected a monu- 
ment with this inscription from 
that famous song: “In His arms 
He Tl take and shield thee. Thou 
wilt find a solace there. ” 
Through the words of this poem 
turned hymn, centuries of peo- 
ple have found comfort and 
hope in an eternal friendship 
with Jesus.

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Vanessa F emandes claims 
fourth European Championship 



Portugal’s world number one Vanessa Fernandes continues to rewrite 
triathlon history, winning her fourth consecutive European championship 
in Copenhagen, Denmark. In an already impressive 2007 season that 
includes three world cup titles, as well as a duathlon world championship, 
another European title never really seemed in doubt as the world number 
one virtually led the race from start to finish. 


Fernandes wore her usual 
number one start number and 
again lived up to expeetations. 
She was first after the swim, but 
had 15 women adjust 1 1 seeonds 
behind her, including her compa- 
triot Anais Moniz, last year’s 
junior women’s champion. On 
the 40-kilometre bike course, 
Fernandes didn’t push too hard 
and chose to stay among the lead- 
ers. She headed out onto the run 
with 25 other women nipping at 
her heels, within just 18 seconds 
of each other. The group con- 
tained several worthy challeng- 
ers such as Nicola Spirig, Ricarda 
Lisk and a host of Austrians in- 
cluding reigning Olympic cham- 
pion Kate Allen, Eva Dollinger 
and Tania Haiboeck. 

But if there was any doubt 
F emandes would falter in her bid 
for a fourth championship, it was 
quickly dismissed in the 10-kilo- 
metre mn course. In typical 
Fernandes fashion, she pushed 
the pace on the mn and distanced 
herself from the rest of the field. 
After the first lap, she was up 27 
seconds on the chase pack that 


was narrowed down to Spirig, 
Brit on Michelle Dillon, Allen and 
Lisk. Mid- way through the final 
leg Fernandes’ lead extended to 
48 seconds and it was clearly evi- 
dent who was going to stand atop 
the European podium once again. 

Fernandes continued to assert 
herself as one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, European 
triathlete in history, winning the 
title with a time of 2 : 02 : 3 6 . She 
becomes the first woman to win 
four straight European crowns, 
and the first to do it since Dutch- 
man Rob Barel won the first four 
men’s races from 1985 to 1988. 

Olympic gold medalist Kate 
Allen came across the line to win 
silver, just edging out Nicola 
Spirig by two seconds. 
Whitcombe just missed out on 
the podium and finished in fourth 
place for the second consecutive 
year. Moniz faded as the race 
wore on, but managed to cross the 
line in 24* spot. 

The elite women’s field con- 
tained 62 from 25 countries, who 
raced in windy and cloudy con- 
ditions. 


In the men’ s field, Bmno Pais 
wasn’t able to improve on last 
year’s sixth place finish and 
crossed the line tenth, but com- 
patriot Duarte Silva Marques 
showed a huge improvement 
firomhis 43*place finish from one 
year ago. He was placed 13*, 
ahead of notables such as world 
champion Tim Don and last 
year’s silver medalist Cedric 
Fleureton. 

World number one Javier 
Gomez won his first European 
Championship and became the 
second Spaniard to win this event 
and the first since teammate Ivan 
Rana won back-to-back titles in 
2002 and 2003 . He adds the highly 
coveted title to a remarkable 
2007 season that aheady includes 
a win in Lisbon and silver medals 
in Mooloolaba and Madrid. 
Gomez also derailed Frenchman 
Frederic Belaubre’s bid for a 
third successive European title. 

Germany came through to 
take the other two spots on the 
podium with Frodeno winning 
silver and Unger edging out 
Henning for bronze.
